‘NEW YORK, Dec. 4 (UP)—The 
mystery of the seas of dead fish’ 
off the Florida coast was partly

cause the sea water became too 
fertile, permitting a certain ma- 
rine plant to grow in abnormal 
numbers, having a toxic effect on

Infant Found Strangled 
in Luxurious California 
Home — Mother's Body 


Discovered in Hotel. 


VAN NUYS, Calif., Dec. 4 (UP) 
A mother’s six notes told police 
today why she strangled her baby 
and then fumbled with death for 
two days before taking her own 
life. 1 

The body of 11-month-old Neil 
Ellis Wartfiik was found yester- 
day in his parerits’ luxurious To- 
luca Lake home. The body of his 
mother, Mrs. Lena Mae Wartnik, 
30, was found an hour later in a 
hotel room in Hermosa Beach, 30 
miles away. 

“My husband is as guilty of our 
deaths as if he did it,” a note

Wartnik, in San Francisco on a 
business trip, charged in his di- 
vorce suit that his wife drank to 
excess, used narcotics and tried 
to kill him. He alleged he was 
afraid she might hurt the baby.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP)— 
President Truman has asked for 
increased efforts to save food and 
the Government plans to seek 
further cuts in use of grain for 
whisgy and beer. 

This was disclosed today by 


the Cabinet Food Committee 
which said Truman has asked for 
an intensified voluntary drive to 
save 100,000,000 bushels of grains. 

The cabinet group announced 
this program will include contin- 
uation of meatless Tuesdays and 


ſeggless Thursdays and that fur- 


ther sacrifices will be asked of 
the distilling and brewing indus- 
tries. 

Program Outlined, 

In a statement handed out at a 
White House news conference the 
Cabinet group outlined a program 
including: 

1. The distilling industry will 
be invited to meet here soon to 
develop plans for “continued and 
intensified conservation” of 
grain after the 60-day voluntary 
shutdown ends Dec. 25. 

2. Brewers will be asked to ex- 
tend their conservation program 
beyond the original termination 
date of Feb. 1, 1948. The brew- 
ers had agreed to use no wheat 
and to cut their use of corn by 
25 per cent. 

3. The baking industry indus- 
try will be asked to “take more 
vigorous action voluntarily to 
curtail consignment selling of 
bread.” Under this method many 
unsold loaves are ‘wasted. Con- 
sumers also are urged to con- 
tinue saving at least one slice 
of bread a day. Aten 
places are urged to continue ob- 
servance of their pledge not to 
serve bread and butter with 
meals unless reduested by pas 
trons. , 

4. Farmers will be asked to in- 
tensify the programs now in op- 
eration to save grain on the 
farm, 

5. Receipts featuring nutritious 
foods which are most plentiful 
and least expensive will continue 
to be prepared by Agriculture 
Department home economic. ex- 
perts. 

6, State and local citizen com- 
mittees are being asked to push 
vigorously programs to eep 
their neighbors informed of the 
food emergency and enlist com- 
munity co-operation in conserva- 
tion measures. 

The cabinet committee is com- 
posed of Secretary of Agriculture 
Anderson, Secretary of Commerce 
Harriman, and Robert A. Lovett, 
under secretary of state. 

It has taken over from the Citi- 
zens Food Committee the volun- 
tary food conservation campaign. 

No Plan for New OPA, 

Earlier today Secretary of Com- 
merce Harriman disclosed that the 
Administration has no plans for 
a new OPA or any other over-all 
control agency to administer the 
anti-inflation powers it seeks from 
ongress. 

Harriman appeared before the 
House Banking and Currency com- 
mittee, which is studying the 
President’s request for stand-by 
price and rationing powers. He 
said these powers, if granted, will 
be apportioned by President Tru- 
man to appropriate existing Gov- 
ernment agencies. 

In reply to questions, Harriman 
said requested powers over farm 
produce would be delegated by the 
President to the Agriculture De- 
partment. Controls over fuel 
would go to the Interior Depart- 
ment. The Commerce Departmént 
probably would handle export and 
allocation powers and price ceil-

Soap Operas Good Morality Plays, 


Say Scholars in Ponderous. Report 


CHICAGO, Dec. 4 (UP)—An an- 
thropologist and a_ psychologist 
tuned in on a radio daytime serial 


over a long period and came up 
today with a ponderous report 
that soap gperas are “of consider- 
able value to our society.” 

Prof. W. Lloyd Warner, the an- 
thropologist, and Dr, William E. 
Henry, psychologist, based their 
report on a detailed study of the 
serialized. drama, “Big Sister.” 

The two are consultants for 
Social Research, Inc., who directed 
the study on behalf of Columbia 
Broadcasting System which car- 
ries the play over its network. 

Since women are the chief lis- 
teners, they receive the most bene- 
fit from soap operas by having 
their ego built up and their spirits 
strengthened by hearing stories of 
fictional women going through 
problems and experiences which 
parallel their own. 

“The basic and primary theme 
is that good and noble women 
who are wives and mothers are 
invincible within their own arena 
of life, the American family,” the 
report said, 

“Men, who are superordinate 


elsewhere, are subordinate and de-“ 


pendent (in the story) on the wis- 
dom of the wife. ‘This primary 
theme always triumphs over the 
second theme which runs counter 
to it that—family ties can be 
broken and a woman's security 
threatened chiefly by the loss of 
the husband to other women, and, 
quite secondarily and obliquely, 
by death.” 

The scientists said that the pro- 
gram, among other things, pro- 
vides its women listeners with 
“moral beliefs, values and tech- 
niques for solving emotional and 
inter-personal problems and 
makes them feel they are learning 
while they listen.” 

The soap opera, they said, “di- 
rects the private reveries and fan- 
tasies of the listeners into socially 
approved channels of action 
increases the women’s sense of 
security. . and demonstrates that 
those who behave properly and 
stay away from wrong-doing exer- 
cise moral control over those who 
do not.”

Denham said his organization is 
streamlining its field operations to 
speed up the processing of cases.

PLUGGING OF TAX

Anderson Says Desire to 
Avoid Levies Has Add- 
ed to Speculative Ac- 
tivity in Grain.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4 (AP) — 
The Department of Agriculture 
appealed to Congress and the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau today to 
help stamp out shady transactions 


on the commodity’ exchanges by 
Americans and wealthy refugees 
seeking to dodge income taxes. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ander- 

son charged that an examination 
of accounts on Aug. 30 showed 646 
traders with holdings of $150,000,- 
000 involved.in deals “indicating a 
urpose in most cases to affect 
tax Hability.” 
In a statement last night, An- 
derson said a Commodity Ex- 
change Administration investiga- 
tion of commodity futures accounts 
disclosed the trading practices 
which could be used to postpone, 
reduce, or even completely avoid 
payment of income taxes. In an 
accompanying report, the CEA 
said there is evidence that these 
practices are being used for such 
purpose, 

“These transactions have no con- 
nection with the hedging or mar- 
keting of any actual commodity,” 
the CRA added. “Many of them 
are executed in such a manner as 
to make it appear that a market 
position is being taken when in 
effect no change in the actual 
market position of the trader is 
involved. 

“As would be expected, most of 
these individuals are rather active 
traders. Many are citizens of for- 
eign countries who sought refuge 
here during the war and have 
been active in attempting to profit- 
ably invest the funds which they 
brought with them,” 

Neither Anderson nor the CEA 
attempted to say whether the 
deals actually violated income tax 
laws. Anderson said his depart- 
ment is taking steps to “initiate 
such corrective measures as are 
possible under the Commodity Ex- 
change Act.” 

Anderson said some aspects of 
the problem will need the consid- 
eration of other branches of the 
Government and of Congress. A 
CEA official said Anderson’s ref- 
erence to other branches of the 
Government apparently meant the 
tax-collecting Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. 

Anderson said the fact that 
speculators may avoid income 
taxes on profits has contributed 
to the heavy increase in specula- 
tive activity in the grain markets. 

The CEA report said that while 
there is “a wide variety” of ways 
to do it, most of the deals investi- 
gated were for one of the follow- 
ing puspores: 

“1. To shift profits from the 
taxable year in which they are 
earned to some subsequent year 
when tax rates may be lower or 
the trader’s income ig reduced.

Congress Republicans Planning 
Their Own Anti-Inflation Program 


Group Holds Secret Session, ‘Liberals’ Ab- 
sent—Priority for Truman Export 
Control Power Extension.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4—House 
and Senate Republican leaders 
met in closed session yesterday to 
take the first camcrete steps to- 
ward drafting a joint Senate- 
House Republican anti-inflation 
program in answer to President 
Truman's 10-point plan. 

While those who attended em- 
phasized that they discussed “just 
preliminaries,” the conferees 
reached at least two conclusions: 

1, Senate and House Republican 
leaders are “not too far apart” and 
a Republican program is “crys- 
talizing.” 

2. President Truman's request 
for extension of the Administra- 
tlon's export control authority“ 
which expires Feb, 29 was given 
a priority. Hearings will begin be- 
fore a Senate judiciary subcom- 
mittee in a day or so, 

It is expected that Senator John 
S. Cooper (Rep.), Kentucky, will 
manage the legislation in the Sen- 
ate and attempt to draft a bill ac- 
ceptable to Republican leaders in 
both houses, 

“Liberals” Resentful. 

Significantly, the leaders did not 
invite members of the Senate’s in- 
surgent “liberal” Republican bloc 
to their huddle, and several of the 
“liberals” made it clear last night 
that they resented the omission. 

The leadership meeting, which 
House sources said was held at the 
suggestion of Representative 
Charles A, Halleck of Indiana, 
House Republican floor leader, ap- 
peared to herald an end to a 
peculiar situation in Congress. Re- 
publicans have been complaining 
that the Administration has pre- 
sented no definite legislative rec- 
ommendations to back up Tru- 
man’s message to Congress. Un- 
til now, Republicans have been 
calling on the Administration t 
take the initiative. 

Democrats, on the other, hand, 
have been saying it is up to the 
Republicans, who control Con- 
gress, to formulate the anti-infla- 
tion program now that President 
Truman has outlined his wishes. 


It was learned that at least 10 


Senators and Representatives at- 
tended the Republican leadership 
conference, which was he in 
Halleck’s office in the Capitol. 
They were, in addition to Halleck: 

Senators Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio, chairman of the Senate Re- 
pudlican policy committee and an 
avowed 1948 presidential aspirant;

this winter. 


T ore has been a 25 per cent 


increase in installations of oil- 
burning furnaces for the current 
heating season, as compared with 
last winter, and it is estimated 
that stove ‘oil heater installations 
will be 30 per cent more than last 
wirter, Tucker said, 
No Increase in 8 gy 

Despite the increa demand, 
the amount of oil available here 
this winter will be only about the 
same as last year, After a meet- 
ing of representatives of oil com- 
panies. Nov, 28, it was predicted 
that the shortage of fuel oil in 
the St. Louis area this winter 
would be equal to the normal 
needs of about 17,000 families, 
Main reason for the shortage is a 
lack of tranaportation, since steel 
is insufficient for wells, pipes, 
tank cars, truck tanks, storage 
tanks and refinery facilities, Har- 
ry W. Riehl, general manager of 
t..e Better Business Bureau, said. 

The statement by Tucker's 
group read: “The committee re- 
quests all advertisers, sellers and 
installers of domestic fuel oil 
burners, furnaces and stoves to 
cease selling this type of equip- 
ment for the duration of this 
emergency. 

“Secondly, the committee warns 
all prospective purchasers of oil 
burners, furnaces and stoves to 
delay purchase or installation of 
this equipment until the present 
emergency has passed. 

“The committee’ requests present 
users of oil burners, furnaces and 
stoves to reduce, consumption of 
fuel oi] to a minimum. This can 
be accomplished by reducing’ the 
temperature in the home, very 
degree of reduction in temper- 
ature means a saving of 2% to 3 
per cent in oil consumption. A 10 
per cent reduction -by every oil 
burner user is imperatlve- , 
The committee requests all 
public buildings, stores, schools, 
churches and office buildings to 
exercise extreme care in the use of 
oll fuel.

Charles Lee McIntosh, 24 years 
old, was arrested as he was on 
his way “to get another plane.” 

McIntosh was one of five prison- 
ers who scaled an eight-foot. wall 
Monday night to escape from the 
federal prison medical center at 
Springfield, „Mo., where they were 
held for mental observation. He 
said he “got the plane” from a 
small airfield near the prison and 
took off the morning following 
his escape after spending the 
night in a hayfield. 

Madison County Sheriff Tom 
Lewis said the conviet crash- 
landed close to the Mississippi bor- 
der near here when it apparently 
ran out of gasoline. (Authorities 
picked McIntosh up at a private 
airfield near Jackson when the 
airfield manager reported a suspi- 
cious stranger hanging around. 

The scrawny, 148pound prison- 
er said he left his companions im- 
mediately after the escape. The 
other four men, described as „po- 
tentially dangerous,“ were still at 
large and police reported earlier 
that three of them had terrorized 
a farm family near Nixa, Mo.

Panic Behind the Iron Curtain? 


A Voice of America broadcast in 23 foreign | 


languages says unequivocally that Russia’s tight- 
ly controlled Communist economy is in serious 


difficulty as a result of panic buying and runs 


on banks in Moscow and other large cities. 


The picture drawn is one of crowds of people, 
anticipating a change in the value of the Rus- 
sian currency, piling into the stores in the hope 
of buying almost anythihg with money now in 
their hands. The bank runs are a result of the 
eagerness of depositors to turn their savings in 
the old money into goods which will not be de- 
valued in the currency change. 

There is no confirmation or even denial from 
Moscow. So far, the sources are still those given 
as authority by the Voice of America—travelers 
who have just come to this country from Russia. 
Since the State Department is responsible for 
the Voice of America's shortwave broadcasts, it 
is to be assumed that this information was 
checked and counter-checked in all ways pos- 
sible before it was put on the air. Reporting 
wholesale bank runs and flight from savings is 
serious business with respect to any economy. 
It is all the more so since the controlled econ- 
omy of Russian Communism is here involved. 

Does this not disclose the chink in the Russia 
totalitarian armor? Human nature is human 
nature and people are people regardless of lan- 
guage and political system. The Russians are 
no more ready than residents of other countries 
to see their savings cut in half or largely wiped 


out. The Iron Curtain may hide, it does not 


change basic characteristics. 

How will the Kremlin handle this news? What 
will Pravda and Izvestia say? It will be inter- 
esting to see. Meantime, credit the Voice of 
America with what looks like a world-wide scoop. 
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A Rebuke to the City of Ladue 

The St. Louis County Court has severely re- 
buked the City of Ladue, and properly so. It 
has rejected Ladue’s petition to be excluded 
from the county library district, and therefore 
to evade a tax of 10 cents per $100 valuation. 


Last spring, just before the 10-cent tax was 


approved in a county-wide vote, the City of 
Ladue concocted a plan by which, at the same 
election, a 1-cent library tax would-be presented 
to Ladue voters. The idea was to exempt La- 
due taxpayers from the 10-cent county-wide levy. 

Mahlon B. Wallace, chairman of the county 


library, denounced the plan as “a new low in 


political subterfuge” by the “penny-pinching 
city fathers of Ladue.” Ladue approved the 


 1-cent tax by a large majority, on the supposi- 


tion it would save 9 cents per $100 on the deal. 
Of course, the l-cent tax was not sufficient to 
start a library, since it would yield only $1600 


| year. 


Then along came County Counselor Erwin F. 


Vetter, who ruled that Ladue, despite its ap- 


proval of a I-cent tax, would have to pay the 
10-cent tax, too, on the ground that it had no 
library of its own at the time the l-cent tax 
was voted. So, instead of saving 9 cents, the 
City of Ladue had let itself in for 11 cents per 
$100. 

Ladue disputed Mr. Vetter’s ruling and took 
the case to the County Court. Ladue City At- 
torney J. H. Cunningham contended that Ladue 
did have a library at the time the tax was voted. 
This was a sorry and feeble plea, based on Cun- 
ningham's assertion that several hundred books 
had been donated to Ladue in 1939 and 1940. 
Whether they were old telephone books or vol- 
umes of Moody’s Manual was not made clear. 

The County Court’s ruling revolved around a 
question of fact: Did Ladue have a library at 
the time the tax-was voted or not? The County 
Court’s answer was that it did not. Whether 
Ladue will continue to attempt to dodge a 
worthy tax remains to be seen. But the whole 
incident, in view of the fact that Ladue is best 
able of any city in the county to contribute to 
a county library, is contemptible. 

This is an example in miniature bf American 
selfishness and of lack of public-spiritedness 
on the part of people who are supposed to be 
leaders of our society.

was passed with a drain of only $1,500,000,000. 
Because the reserves are 80 large, and also 
because the system has existed since the mid- 
1930s without a thorough re-examination, an 
advisory group under Edward R. Stettinius has 
been asked to look it over and make recommen- 
dations to the Senate Finance Committee. 

The advisors might propose lower unemploy- 
ment taxes. Missouri's fund has also grown 
very large, and employer groups have recently 
urged a committee of the Legislature to reduce 
the payroll taxes paid by employers. We hope, 
however, that the Stettinius group and the 
Congress, as well as our Legislature, will put 
the temptation aside and deal first with the 
need for larger benefits. After that, the funds 
may no longer look so ripe for curtailment. 

Present scales of unemployment benefits were 
mainly established in a low-price period. They 
have not kept pace with rising living cost. At 
today’s prices, the benefits cover something 
less than subsistence in the best-paying states 
and are scandalous in the lower-paying ones. 
Missouri's system gains no laurels with its maxi- 
mum payment ‘of $20 a week for not more than 
20 weeks. 

If depression comes, prices, to be sure, will 
decline. However, the unemployment funds 
serve a first-class national economic function 
as well as the humane purpose of relief. More 
generous unemployment insurance would enrich 
the store of purchasing power at a time—so un- 


like the situation of today—when more pur- 


chasing power is the prime need.

Strange Tactics for I. T. U. 


The Mirror

Printers’ Chicago strike and refusal to sign contracts are “im- 
mensely ironic,” editorial says; this union had pioneered the whole 
labor movement in fight for responsible collective bargaining; points 
out that it attacks two proved friends in the Tribune and the Sun.

The International Typographical Union 
has long been one of the stoutest pillars 
of the American labor movement. It is 
older than the Ameritan Federation of 
Labor, of which it is a member, and older 
even than the federation’s predecessor, the 
Knights of Labor. Representatives of local 
printers’ unions in 14 cities, including 
Louisville, banded themselves together in 
Cincinnati May 5, 1852. Thus began the 
I.T.U. 95 years ago, and Louisville’s Local 
No, 10. 


Printers can be, and are, proud of what 
their union has achieved in the interven- 
ing years not only for the members of their 
own craft but also for workers generally. 
The I. T. U. pioneered for better wages, 
hours and working conditions, for better 
stability and security of employment, for 
a better sense of brotherhood among crafts- 
men—all achieved; in collective bargain- 
ing. Meanwhile, the union did not neglect 
sound training of printers and improve- 
ment of their special skills. 


A strong structure was erected. We can 
think of only four major American cities 
today where the newspaper composing 
rooms are not I. T. U. closed shops, and 
I. T. U. shops within themselves are genu- 
inely democratic shops. For years cor- 
diality and mutual benefit were the rule in 
the relations of organized printers and 
newspaper managements. 


To Evade the Law 


But what has been happening recently? 
Why, for example, did the printers em- 
ployed by all six of Chicago’s newspapers 
go on strike after a series of slowdowns? 
The answer lies in a so-called “no-contract” 
policy which the I.T.U.’s leadership has 
adopted recently. Ostensibly today the 
policy is intended to evade the jurisdiction 
of labor’s bete noire, the Taft-Hartley Act, 
but actually it was developing before that 
law was enacted. 

In any case, it means this: The I. T. U. no 
longer enters into contracts with news- 
papers, It simply dictates the terms upon 
which printers will work and offers such 


terms to employers as an ultimatum, the 
alternative being a strike. In short, the 
I.T.U., for the present, rejects collective 
bargaining. 


This is immensely ironic. No labor union 
has done more, probably none has done 


as much, for the perfection of orderly pro- 


cesses of collective bargaining between 
worker and management in the United 
States, 


In other words, the prevailing leadership 
is false to the I.T.U.’s great and useful his- 
tory. But, even if that were not so, the 
newspapers believe that the no-contract 
scheme is a direct violation of the Taft- 
Hartley Act to which they become a party, 
and liable to stiff penalties. Two associa- 
tions of publishers have brought suits te 
determine this question. But the LT.U. 
has not suspended the no-contract policy 
meanwhile, : 


Fine Craftsmen, Badly Misled 


The Chicago situation has incidental 
ironies. Whatever else may be said of 
Col. McCormick of the Tribune, nobody 
could ever truthfully call him an ungener- 
ous employer, The Tribune has had, until 
just now, contractual relationship with 
Local No. 16 during all of the 95 years of 
I.T.U.’s life. 


The Tribune opposed the anti-closed-shop 
provisions of the Taft-Hartley Act—provis- 
ions particularly obnoxious to I.T.U.—sim- 
ply for the reason that its own experience 
with I. T. U. and other closed shops had 
been pleasant. But that makes no dif- 
ference now. Neither does ‘the fact that 
the Chicago Sun hotly opposed the, Taft- 
Hartley Act, thundering against it and 
later calling for its repeal, 


All of this is not only ironic, but also 
infinitely sad to those of us in the writing 
end of the business whose close partners 
in production the printers are. We hate to 
see wrong leadership of a body ef men 
whose sure craftmanship has a quality that 
often shames the quality of what they are 
called upon to put into type and the forms.

Astigmatism 
‘Is Common 
Eye Ailment 


By C. A. Dean, M. D. 


STIGMATISM is a very cony 

mon disturbance of the eyes. 

The cornea, which is the outer 
covering of the eye, and the lens, 
ape normally perfect spheres. 
When there is an irregularity of 
either of these surfaces, all rays 
of light do not come to a focus at 
the same point. Blurriness of 
vision results, which is known 
medically as astigmatism. This 
condition is easily corrected by 
proper glasses, which are so pre- 
scribed to make up for the irregu- 
larity mentioned above, 


Question: “My .2-year-old child 
is pigeon-toed, Friends tell me he 
will outgrow this condition and 
not to be concerned over it. What 
do you advise?” 


Answer: You will be disappoint- 
ed if you expect your son to out- 
grow this condition. Various 
things may cause this, If it is due 
to a bone deformity, an operation 
owe | be necessary to correct it. 

quently it may result from 
faulty posture, flat feet or poor 
walking habits. A vitamin de- 
ficiency, such as rickets, may 
cause it. Tight, or improperly fit- 
ted shoes may lead to this type of 
walking. 


The case, therefore, requires a 
careful study and evaluation. In 
this way only may proper treat- 
ment be applied to your son. 

One thing, however, is certain. 
Your worrying over it will not 
help in the correction. Also, do 


not believe that a child outgrows 


all abnormalities, Actually the 
condition may progress with added 
years, 

At least one other possibility re- 
mains a causative factor. I recall 
a case in which every conceivable 
cause was eléminated as producing 
this condition. Soon, thereafter, 
the child ‘told his father that an 
uncle, whom the child admired, 
walked in that fashion, and the 
child just copied a similar walking 
habit, 

We may, all too often, overlook 
the fact that these peculiar gaits, 
habits and walking styles may be 
a result of a child merely trying to 
imitate some person to whom he 
may be devoted.
